Large Cities by Organizing 


Pod to Sell Them. 


PLAN WORKS W ELL ELSEW HERE 


Farm ers of the State are prepar­ 


ing to strike at the middlemen, by or­ 


ganizing egg circles, which, it is said, 
have been accomplishing something 
for the farm er and ultimate consumer 
in the northwestern States, says the 
Muncie Press. 
The plan is for twen­ 


ty or thirty farmers in a community 


to form a pool for the marketing of 
eggs. 
E ve ry farm er in the circle h a s 
a number and this number goes on 
each egg put in the pool. 
This en­ 
ables the testers to trace the bad 


eggs back to their first owners. 


The shipments are sent direct to 
large markets and the farmers get the 
profits that, under the present plan, 
go to the huckster and country ship­ 
pers. 
I f this plan works, and it has 
worked elsewhere, according to re­ 
ports the farmers receive, the ulti­ 


mate consumers may say goodbye to 


two classes of middlemen. 
The or­ 


ganization of these egg circles also 
extends into the part of Illinois that 
contributes to the Indianapolis m ar­ 
ket. 
Middlemen already are quoted as 


having told the farm ers: 
“ Tf you 


won’t sell ns eggs we’ll rtot buy your 


poultry.” but dealers have assured 
the f a r m e r s that they will take the 


p o u lt r y as well as the eggs and will 
supply farmers with coops in which 


to make shipments.

T H E PARA LYTIC HEALED. 


LESSON TEXT-M ark 2:1-12. 
GOLDEN TEX T—“Bless the Lord, O 
m y soul, and forget not all his benefits; 
who forgiveth ail thine iniquities; who 
healeth all thy diseases.”—Ps. 103:2-3. 


E vents tread upon the heels of events 
In the life of Jesus, especially during 
his early Galilean m inistry, and none 
depict these events m ore graphically 
th an St. M ark, who is presenting us a 
picture of him as a servant. 
Jesus had been upon a preaching 
tour and now returns to the town of 
Capernaum . As soon as it was noised 
about th a t he 
w as a t his hom e a 
crow d 
quickly 
gathered 
about 
the 
door. 
So g reat was the crowd th at 
th ere was no longer any room in the 
house nor about the door, th at is the 
crowd was so dense th a t late com ers 
could not look in to see and hear the 
prophet. 
T h at m any of these w ere attracted 
by his popularity th ere is no doubt, 
but it gave Jesus an opportunity to 
speak and preach the W'ord which he 
w as quick to seize upon. “He preached 
th e W ord unto them .” 
Is this not a 
suggestion for teachers? especially of 
som e of the adult classes. 
If your class is a Bible class stick to 
your text or else change your name. 


The apostles followed his exam ple in 
this respect; so have all th e m ighty 
m en of Go d. 
The re sult o f this teaching and 
preaching is m anifest in this record 
and should be an encouragem ent to 
preachers and C hristian w orkers, viz., 
th a t it not only a ttra c ts the crowd, 
but th a t it reveals sin also. 
Sic k ne s s Re s ult of Sin. 
W hile all sickness m ay not be the 
result of sin, yet rem ove sin from the 
w'orld and an overw helm ing propor­ 
tion, perhaps 
all, 
suffering 
would 
cease. 
W e are prom ised th a t in his 
new er and better kingdom there is to 
be no m ore pain nor sorrow'. 
Jesus 
therefore said first of all, “Child, thy 
sins are forgiven.” 
How his voice 
m ust have thrilled w ith tenderness 
and pathos as he uttered these words. 
B ut the critics w ere th ere; they 
ever 
have 
been w herever 
a 
good 
deed is being perform ed. 
Note they 
were sitting idly by (v. 6). Showing 
no such anxiety as the four th at the 
needy m ight come into the presence 
of Jesus. 
“W ho can forgive sin but one, even 
God? 
T heir reasoning w as correct 
and their conclusion was logical; the 
trouble was th a t unbelief and preju­ 
dice had so blinded th eir eyes th a t 
they could not and would not recog­ 
nize the power of God w orking through 
his Son. 
Yes, they w ent farth er and 
m ade the fatal blunder of ascribing 
to Beelzebub this w ork of God (Jno. 
10:33). 
It would seem as though th eir sm ug 
self-esteem would a t least have been 
startled when this 
young 
teacher 
showed them th a t he w as reading the 
thoughts of their hearts. 
“W hy rea­ 
son ye these things in your h earts?” 
H um an reasoning can disprove God, 
but the deductions of the intellect can­ 
not satisfy the cry of hum an h earts 
after God (Job. 23:3, 4). 
The g reatest lesson for us to learn

, a t this point is th a t the forgiveness of 
sin is g reater in the estim ation of God 
than the relief of hum an sufferings. 
T urning to the one sick of the 
palsy 
he 
said, 
“A rise!” 
“W hat? 
W hy 
such 
a 
thing 
is

phys­ 
ical im possibility. 
Surely this young 
prophet has gone m ad; was not this 
boy let down a few 
m om ents 
ago 
through th a t hole in yonder ceiling, so 
helpless th a t it took 
four 
of 
his 
friends to bring him to this place?” 
In seem ing reply to such a query 
Jesus tells th e m an to take up his bed 
and walk. 
Je s us Could Ma k e Me n Se e . 
Small w onder th a t th e m an’s new 
power and this use of th at power 
should am aze those present so th at 
they should exclaim : “W e never saw it 
on this fashion.” 
L et us bew are th a t 
our eyes be not blind to behold sim i­ 
lar m iracles in this the tw entieth cen­ 
tury. (Read, “Twice-Born M en”). 
It is very doubtful if the “all” 
o f 
verse 12 includes the “certain” of 
verse 6. 
W e m ust be careful th at 
even as believers 
we 
do not crowd 
aw ay som e needy, palsied one. 
Be­ 
w are also of loveless censoriousness. 
W hat is m eant by glorifying God 
(v. 12)? The answ er is suggested by 
the spiritual 
seer, St. 
John. 
God’s 
glory is w rapped up in the Son who 
delighted to do God’s will. 
God’s 
power is shown over all flesh in the 
Son, and through the Son he is giving 
life— eternal life. 
L et us glorify God over the fact and 
hasten to bring others to the feet of 
Jesus. 
L et us co-operate as did the 
four. 
L et us dem onstrate as did the 
sick or.e by our walk. 
Thus shall we 
stop the m outh of every critic, si­ 
lence the tongue of every skeptic, and 
glorify the Son who cam e to give us 
strength, life, peace, salvation and 
everlasting life.

on the land from 18 8 3 u ntil 19 10, the 
t tim e of his death. 
He died as the re- 
j su it of a bu llet wou nd inflicted by his 
! own hand. 
The aged trapper is said 
to hav e become despondent when the 
big mills and blast fu rnaces towered 
abou t his one time hu nters’ paradise. 
Six heirs, his children, su rv iv e, and j 
headed by one of them, Depu ty Sheriff ] 
George Blocki of Hammond, a v igor­ 
ou s fight is being pu t u p for the prop­ 
erty , a conserv ativ e estim ate of the 
v alu e of which is $500,000. 
Contending that Blocki, who was a 
German and who cou ld not read Eng­ 
lish, was insane at the time he ex ecu t­ 
ed an alleged q u it claim deed to the 
steel tru st, his heirs will endeav or to 
gain possession of the v alu able land. 
Blocki came u pon the land in 18 8 3 
as caretaker of the old Calu met Gu n 
clu b.

ous Volley, After Which They Fled . 


Hillsv ille, Va., March 15.—oev en- 
teen outlaws of the Virginia moun­ 
tains, with sheriff's posses of sev en 
counties chasing them Qyer the moun­ 
tains are endeav oring to make their 
way into North Carolina after m urder­ 
ing Judge Thornton Massie of the 
Carroll county circuit court; Common­ 
wealth's Attorney W illiam Foster, and 
Sheriff 
Lewis 
Webb, 
and 
fatally 
wounding Dexter Goad, clerk of the 
court; J. H. Blankenship, a member 
of the jury, and John Mason, a specta­ 
tor. 
The tragedy occurred in the little 
court at Hillsv ille just as Judge Mas­ 
sie had passed sentence on Floyd Al­ 
len, conv icted of aiding a prinoner to 
escape. 
Allen w’as giv en one year in 
the prison at hard labor, and Judge 
Massie had hardly finished passing 
the sentence when from somewhere in 
the courtroom came the words, “That 
is hell, ain’t It?” 
Then there was the sound of a pis­ 
tol shot, and in less than a m inute the 
courtroom was resounding with the 
snapping of pistols, the curses of the 
outlaws and the cries of the wounded. 
The first shots were fired by Sidney 
and Jack Allen, brothers of the man 
on trial. Hardly were the w’ords “that 
is hell, ain’t it?” uttered before these 
two men, who were standing close up 
to the rail where Floyd Allen w’as 
seated, whipped out their rev olv ers 
and began firing. Judge Massie, after 
the first shot, appeared as if to rise, 
but dropped back into his chair and 
fell dead, with his head resting on his 
desk. State Attorney Foster appeared 
as if he was endeav oring to reach the 
Allen brothers, but he had not made 
more than two steps w’hen he sank to 
the floor, dying almost instantly. 
He 
is said to hav e been shot sev en times. 
Sheriff Webb made a frantic effort to 
get at the Allen brothers, but by this 
time bullets were flying from all di 
rections and the sheriff had taken but 
a fewT steps when he sank dow'n and 
died within a few’ minutes. 
John H. 
Markson. who witnessed the shooting, 
declared it appeared to him as if ev ­ 
ery man in the room was shooting. 
“From right behind me,” he said, 
“a man emptied his rev olv er in rapid 
I succession, and I could almost feel the 
| heat from the bullets as they passed 
my cheek. 
“I heard sev eral men cursing, and 
I one of them said, ‘We will get justice 
* this time, or hreak up this damn court 
and ev erybody connected with it.’ Be­ 
fore the shooting I heard sev eral men 
talking about the injustice that had 
been done them for years. 
One of 
them said ‘A man has as much right 
to make whisky out of the corn he 
grows as he has to make meal out of 
that, same corn. 
These damn sheriffs 
and judges cause a man more trouble 
than a prison full of thiev es. 
Our 
children are hounded and our homes 
made unhappy. 
The only w’av to get 
justice is to go after it yourself.’ 
“While the judge was passing sen­ 
tence on Floyd Allen the courtroom 
w^as as quiet as a church. 
The room 
w’as full of people and outside the lit­ 
tle courthouse were perhaps twenty- 
fiv e horses saddled and tied to trees. 
“When the judge finished one could 
hav e heard a pin drop for just a sec­ 
ond. 
Then a man almost shouted, 
That is hell, ain’t it.!’ 
“As if these words were intended 
for a signal, the courtroom in a second 
became a v eritable hell. 
The first 


i shots caine 
from the 
direction 
of 
w’here the Allen brothers wrere stand­ 
ing. 
Bullets began to fly thick and 
fast. Tt w'as all ov er 
in a minute. 
Sev enteen men rushed through the 
room, knocking ov er chairs and tables 
and anything else that got in their 
way. They 
mounted 
their horses, 
fired a few parting shots in the air 
and disappeared in a cloud of dust.”

The trouble started ov er a year ago. 
Two nephews of the Allens were ar­ 
rested by a deputy sheriff. They w'ere 
met on the road by Floyd Allen, who 
released them. 
Allen was Indicted by 
| a grand jury and his conv iction pre- 
, cipitated the courtroom tragedy. 
The Allens, it is claimed, hav e long 
■ been considered the most dangerous 
j men in this section. 
They hav e a 
large following and the av erage citi­ 
zen Is afraid to interfere with them 
in anything they attem pt to do. While 
it is generally believ ed that most peo­ 
ple in Hillsv ille could identify ev ery 
man in the band of desperadoes that 
are now hiding in the mountains, not 
a man can be found who will admit 
that he knows a single one of them.
